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ABSTRACT 

The invention relates to pressure gradient processes for forcing infiltration of a reactant 
gas into a porous structure. The process comprises the steps of partially densifying a porous 
structure with a pressure gradient CVI/CVD process in which a first portion of the porous 
structure is subjected to greater pressure than a second portion of the porous structure. The 
process is suited for the simultaneous CVI/CVD processing of large quantities of aircraft brake 
disks.
